You know 
that if you wish to robuild your house and 
live ' in it, no matter how mnoh ; yon are 
going to improve— and all ohangea are not 
foiprovementa by any means— you cannot 
enjoy undisturbed repose, neither can a 
nation. 

' This ia one objeotion to tinkering at 
abort intervals with any policy, tariff or 
oarrenoy. It ia bad enough with tbe 
tariif, but it is highly daDgerOua when the 
money and currency of a nation are tam- 
pered with. These are the blood of the 
whole system, industrial, agricultural, 
commercial and Qnaucial, Jrom the richest 
man down to tho bootblack, everyone is vir- 
tually affaoted by the ohaago in money. 

" The nation has had the greatest shook 
since the civil wiir, and it ia, in my opinion, 
a mistake to look for a speedy recovery. I 
do not believe any decided improvemenc can 
be made in the financial system."

Mr. Belyea asked the originators of the as - 
Booiatlon project to give the meeting a little 
insight into their plan of campaign. How 
did they propoae-to work to secure these 
improvements that all would admit to ba 
desirable ? 

Being aaked by the chair to undertake 
the desired explanation, Mr. Tompleman 
remarked that he was not prepared to out- 
line how the association, not yet in exist- 
ence in reality, was to be worked. He could 
if desired explain how the project waa 
developed, and what In his opinion the aim 
and scope of the association should be. Is 
should in the first place bo entirely apaib 
and separate from politics. It had a greao 
mission to perform in eduoating the people 
cpon the aubjcot of good municipal govern- 
ment, and this mission could the more suc- 
cessfully be fulfilled the further removed 
from politics the asaooiatiou were kept. He \ 
believed that the great want of the oityc.ot ' 
Victoria was unanimity among the 
oitizena — it was lack of this nnati- 
imity for the oommon . good rather 
than incapacity on the part of the 
present or preceding oonnoils that had pre- 
vented the continued growth^ ImproTemeuo' 
and prosperity of the city. This waa shown by . 
the voting npon all . important by-laws sub- 
mitted to the ratepayers. Sewerage fur- 
nished an illnatration, for had thu people 
been one for the completion of this moat im- 
portant work the city would of a certainty 
have been properly sewered years ago. Aa he' 
understood the plana of the promoters, the 
Improvement association might be formed 
upon the lines roughly outlined, a more de- 
finite programme or platform to be adopted 
when tho assnoiatlon should have become 
thoroughly representative. The fee should, 
he thought, be made bo low that it would 
debar no citizen from membership. He be- 
lieved that if the association grew up on tho 
lines indicated it would find its field of ui.c- 
fulness constantly broadening and it would 
exercise a most potent and boncfiaial in- 
fluence in all civic affairs. 

Senator Macdonald thought that all would 
agroo with him that tho present state of 
municipal affairs la most unsatisfactory. 
(Jivio matters hud gone from bud to worso,. 
until now it would appear that they could 
not get much lower. He did not blame the 
councillors individually. They were all 
good men and good businose men until they 
got logothor ali tho council board. Then it 
econiod that thoir individual abilities and in- 
dividual usefulness were destroyed, and 
they could not do anything without making 
a mistake. This waa shown on every hand 
—in the poor quality of the city water, in 
the aewerage affairs, even in so 
small a matter aa the erection 
of a .new eleotric light ' station. 
Briefly referring to tbe short career of the 
reform' aiBoolation organized- about two 
years ago, tbe speaker pointed oat the^'mls- 
take that had then been made of giving the 
asaooiatlon support to oandidatea for munici- 
pal preference who declined to subscribe to 
an Bssociatioa platform. Tho experience of 
two years ago clearly demonstrated tho folly 
of an association of this kind going to work 
without firat adopting a definite programme 
embodying tho views of '.ho association on 
niatlera of public policy. Unanimity, as 
Mr. Tornploinan had said, was what was 
most wanted. It wus necessary nspocially 
to get the body of email taxpayers 
interested, otherwiso the true ob- 
jects of the association's existence 
would assuredly be defeated. Personally 
ho thought one of the first things to work 
for was the bringing of tho city into more 
compact form ; it was at present too strag- 
gling and too largo to be workable. The 
district between Mr. Higgine' roaidonco and 
Oak Bay should never have been brought 
into the city. Neither should Viotoria* 
West. Tho city took the taxes from these 
districts and it could give nothing in re- 
turn. Was not this manifestly un.'air ? 
And In trying to do something to satisfy the 
requirements of these outlying seotiona the 
city proper w«s neglected. He thought that 
the association should be formed because 
there waa mnoh work for It to do, and he 
asked all preaent to join the aasoolatlon, 
adopt a definite platform and atiok together 
for the good of the olty.' , f "' , ; ' 

Mr. A. 0. ' FlnmeTielt related how' the 
AssaolatiM) oame firat to be thought of, as 
already related In the Goianist of one week 
ago. He wanted to disassociate from the 
mlnda of some that It was a board of trade 
matter ; it was not ; it was a citizens' move- 
ment pure and simple. That tho rooms of 
tho board of trade wore used for this first 
meeting was simply duo to tho fact that they 
had boon olfored for the occasion. Ho hoped 
and confidently untiuipated that tho bourj 
rooms would bo much too small for any gen- 
eral meetings of the association. Ho look'i'l

VANCOIJVEU. 

VanooDver, Nov. 2G. — Bidding at tho 
tax gftle was very lively to-day. Heretofore 
tbe city solicitor has exacted a reserve bid 
for the purpose of oovering the taxoa for 
1S92 and 1803, not shown in tho list of ex- 
penses against the property. This objection 
waa removed to-day and in two hours 
twenty-eight lots wore sold, four lots having 
no bid. A lot on Hastinga street next to P. 
Carey's saloon waa bid up to $1,G50, Mr. C. 
E, Fooley beiuK the pnrchaaer. There 
wbre a lot of judgments against 
tbe property and the title was not 
perfectly satisfactory to all concernod, 
(fhe title given by the city is indisputable. 
There have been three short sales, in which 
seventy-five lots Iiave been sold, realizing 
$6,6>i4. Since the commenoement of tho 
sale delinquents have paid biok taxes on 
over 250 lots. 

Mr. Moresby went after Burton, the miss- 
ing court stenographer ; he was traced to 
Portland, where he was entirely lost track 
of. The CEkUBO of Burton's disappearuuco is 
still a mystery; there waa more money due 
him than he was owing. 

Tho council had a war of words to-night 
over tho city's finances. In brief, the trou- 
ble was that the board of works had been 
having tho roads repaired when there was 
no money to repair them with, and contrary 
to by-law. Aid. Brown s^gested that the 
individual members be put in jail if they did 
not atop illegal proceedings. Aid, ijalie- 
bury, chairman of finance, sounded the 
alarm by declaring that the city was $70,000 
beyond its revenue received at tho end 
of October, owing to so many citizens not be- 
ing able to pay their taxes. Aid. 
MoUowell said the finance com- 
mittee vv-ere talking about asking tho 
oouucil to '.ssue scrip to tide them over the 
year. Aid. Bothune showed that the coun- 
cil were retiring in better shape than the 
last council ; the finanoial credit of tbe 
city was good. Notice was given by 
Aid. \V. Brown that he would introduce a 
motion to give the franchise of streets to 
railways in fatnre only for a share of the 
profits of the company using them. 

Xhe Postmaster General made the conn- 
oil feel veiy maoh annoyed by writing a 
letter saying that he might see his way 
to giving Vanooaver free postal delivery in 
the oourae of a few montiis. 

W. T. Thompson, of Okanagan, lost his 
child with diphtheria. All the rest of tho 
family are down with the disease and a re- 
port reached here to day that two nurses 
who went up to nnrse the family are also 
stricken down with diphtheria. 

VrESTHUrSTBB. 

New Westminster, Nov. 28.— A very 
sad drowning accident occurred In West- 
minster on Sunday night. Mrs. Larson, 
wife of the watchman of the steamer Sam- 
son, and two friends, Miss Amanda and 
Miss Joanna Nelson, came to the wharf 
to see Mr. Larson. Xhe wharf waa 
nob lighted, the tide , low and 
a single plank gave aooesa' to tbe 
vaasoL Mrs. Larson and Miss Amanda Nel- 
son erosaed In safe^, but Miss Joanna 
Nelson missed her footing and fell 
Into the water head first. In less 
tbao ten minutes the dead body of 
the unfortunate girl was found floating feet 
downwards in the water, her dresa keeping 
her up. Miss Nelson was 24, a native of 
Sweden and much liked among her com- 
panions. 

Nanaimo, Nov. 26.— The case of Chie 
MoKinnon in a counter charge of assault 
laid by constable Brown was up in court 
again to-day. As a result McKinnon was 
bound over In the sum of $100 to await ac 
tlon in the higher court. 

Davore, charged with atabbing a fellow 
Belgian miner at Northfield, last July, was 
heard before Judge Harrison to-day. The 
oase has been in progress all day but there is 
no oonclnsion yet.

FIE MAU'S MUBDEB. 



Pat Caine Arrested on Suspicion 
of Killlni; the Market Gardener 
Last September. 



A Boy Saw Him at tbe Spot Shortly 
Before the Tra- 
sredy. 



At a late hour on Saturday night Pat 
Calne was arrested In Vancouver on sus- 
picion of having murdered Fie Mau, the 
Chinese garedner who was shot to death on 
the Westminster road last September. 

It will be remembered that Fie Mau, on 
the evening of September 15, having dis- 
posed of a load of vegetables started from 
Vancouver, in his wagon, to return to his 
ranch in Burnaby. Between six and seven 
o'clock shots were heard by two men near 
Colllngwood, on the Westminster road, and 
on their making a search they found Fie 
Mau lying dead on the roadside with ono 
bullet wound In his bead and another in his 
breast. It was evident that tbe unfortun- 
ate man had been shot by someone in am- 
bush close to the road. The police could 
find BO trace of the murderer, and for a 
time it was thought that robbery had been 
the motive for the crime, but as it was 
found out that Fie Man bad no money with 
him when he started for home, it was sub- 
sequently believed • that he had been 
killed by highbinders. No \ light could 
apparently be thrown on the subject, and 
though the provincial government offered a 
reward of §250 for tho apprehension of the 
murderer, and the Chinese benevolent 
societies supplemented tbe reward with an 
offer of $100, it looked as if the mystery 
would never bo solved. 

A boy had, however, seen Pat Caine not 
far from the spot where the murder took 
place a short time previoua to the tragedy 
and three weeks ago bo saw him In Van 
oouver. He told a man of this and they 
followed Caine into a saloon and tried to de 
tain him by talking till the police could be 
notified. Caine, however, seemed to suspect 
something wrong and escaped before ho 
could be captured. 

Late on Saturday night Sergt. Haywood, 
of the Vancouver police, who bad quietly 
been on the watch, spotted Caine and arrest- 
ed him In a cabin on suspiolon of having 
caused the murder. Caine has a very un- 
savory reputation, fle has already served 
terms for a highway robbery in Vancouver 
and also for escaping from jail after hn Waa 
Boiitbnuod. Tho polioe feel pretty confident 
that thoy have the right man.

Fear That Funds May Fall Lays Over 
the Electric Wiringr Begnla- 
tlon By law. 



Grand Jury Fresentment BrougLt to 
tbe Attention of tlie ConncU 
—Tenders Opened. 

The firab buelneaa taken ap at the regular 

meeting of the city connoil last night was a 
communioiition from Mr. Jastloe Drake, 
enclosiog the preaantmentof the Grand Jury 
at the fall assize, reoommending that the 
law regulating saloona and disorderly bouses 
ahonld be atringently enforced. His .Lord- 
aiiip boDiidered that the aabjeota dealt with 
oama apeolally within the provinoe of the 
(dty oonnoil. Referred to tho police com- 
misaionera and Chief of Folioe. 

Drake, Jaokson & Helmoken wrote oom- 
plaining that tbe sewerage oontraotore on 
Lai'ftley street had broken two of their 
wiL'lowB ))y blaatiD^ ana refused to pay for 
the (Jitmaga, Rofurrod to sewerage Gjmmis- 
slonors to oon'ider at tlipir next nioetiug. 

C. K. Ronouf, 'eoretary of the agnoul- 
turnl asBooiatioD, wrote that arr Aliggnijuts 
had been made with Mr. Ijeaumont to act 
as oarotakor of tho grounds ; also aokoovpl- 
edging receipt of tho couQoil'e letter in re- 
gard to iirruDBiog the teriP/^upon whloh cho 
grounds and huildings g^ould be leased to 
theaaaootation. rtcoeived and Bled. 

dnlder wrote advoofttfalg the 
'"'^lOg t)f a by law to put the four inoh 
td-e law in force, as the atreeta would be 
greatly benefited, and it would aaaiat the 
govecament in carrying out the law In the 
district. 

Ald. Bakkr spoko of tho improvement 
that it would make to the roads to have tho 
act in force iu tho city. Natrow lirea na 
heavy wagons cut up the streets badly. In 
the district it had not cost the government 
nearly as much to keep the roada in con- 
dition since they had put the wide tire act 
in force there. 

Ai-v Ledinoham said from what he had 
learned from tho farmers, ho found tho act 
had boon btni fi oial in the country. He was in 
favor of it in tho city also. 

Ald. VioELins moved that the matter bo 
referred to tho street committee to draw up 
a by-law. Carried. 

The fioanco committee reported, asking 
for appropriations out of general revenue 
•mounting to §S,-506 22 ; also $3,477 31 from 
the waterworks loan by-law. Adopted. 

The O.d Men'a Home oommittee reported 
reoommending that D. Murray, of Comox, 
be allowed to enter, the proviooial govern- 
ment paying tho ucual allowance ; also that 
A. Knowlea and Wm. Bell be admitted. 
Adopted. 

The ' electric light committee reported 
Teoominendiiig that the anggestionsof Arch- 
itect Ketth aa to the variations made in the 
oonalitaatlon of the electric power faouae be 
carried pat, at a coat not to exceed $240. 
Adopted 

Ald SiXDiBOHAH moved ttab a separate 
account' fitrlcepB bf the rock taken from 
aewer exoavationa and need for improving 
the roadways on other atreeta. 

Asked to explain tbe reaaon of his motion 
Aid. 'Ledingham stated that it'was only fair 
that rock excavated from Langley atreeb, 
for instance, and uaed for maoadamiislog 
another street should bo credited to Lang- 
ley street. He simply wanted a aeparate 
Boconnt kept of it. 

Ald. Baker hold that the -streets from 
which the rook was taken were not out one 
cent by it being put on other streets. All 
tho earth and rook takec'from anoxoavetion 
could not be put back in it.; some had to be 
carted away anyhow, and it was easier for 
the city to cart away the rook than theoarth. 

The Mayor declared the motion .cnt cf 
-order, aa the notice haAmot been -poated on 
the bulletin board. 

The voters' lists by-Uw was finally paesed. 

Ald. Styles drew attention to thenocea- 
sity of having the other filter-bed at •Heaver 
lake cleaned out. At present only one was 
in use and it took nearly an hour to clear it. 
During that hour the only water the oily 
had to depend on waa what was in the pipes, 
If a fire should break out during that period 
it would be a aeriona matter owing to tho 
aoarolty of water. He atrongly advocated 
the oleaning cat of another filter-bed on that 
account. 

The Mayor thought the matter might bo 
left over for a few days, when tho couiiail 
would have a nneeting to see tbe plans for 
the new filter-beda. 

' Ald. Mukk wanted >hla by-law to regu 
late eleotric wiring tai:en up. 

The by-law ia a lengthy one and Aid. 
Vigeliua thought before it waa paaaed the 
expense of printing it ahonld be found out. 
It ahonld be referred to the printing and 
finance oommitteea. 

Ald. Wilson agreed with thin. The 
council should aee whether it hud money 
enough to spend in printing tho by-law. 

Ai,d Mu.NN wondered that his should bo 
the first by-law upon which so great anxiety 
waa shown to save expense. Ho waa not ao- 
customed to get down on his knees to ask 
tho coneont of tho (inanco comiiiitteo 'before 
he brought in ii by-biw and ho did not in- 
tend to do ao now, Tho by-Iuw wuo intro- 
duced in liccord with the proniieo given 
the nUopaycra lant Januarv. There was 
grout 1 ocosalty (or it lin Victoria. The 
by-law will) a i-opy of hiiniliw iiueH lu Ufio in 
tho priiicip'il ciMi.'U iif tho United .Stutoii ; it 
had bt'ori Hulirnitted to 'hii HoiirJ of Fire 
Unilnrwr tors and the -olootrio light aoir- 
panio I, u> d t'ley iiad not, a i-in:^lo ubjiotion 
to m ike to it. 

ALU. Hu.Mi'iiuF.r thouglit If the by law 
was neooBHary it ahould pnan, but it rriif;lit 
lie over to give the .council a clunicu to loolt 
over it. 

Ald Dwi'Kii was in favor of tho by-law. 

Ald Kkitji Wiuso.v had no objection to 
the by-law itself, but they should have due 
regard to tbe atato of tho revenue and lind 
out if there was tho money to spend on it. 
He had a very poor opinion of ttiobuslneas 
ability of men who wished ts foruo an ox- 
pendltnre when there might not bo inoney 
to meet 

" Well, if there are not funds enough, 
r«pUed Aid. Mann, " the by-law hud ixit- 
ter ba withdrawn, for if the funds of the 
-oity are in that atate it ia better to place 
the reaponaibility on the right ahoaldora 
and not on thia by-law." 

At Aid. Baker's auggostion the matter 
waa laid over for a week, so that tha fin- 
itnce oommitteo might bo able to say what 
was tho state of tho funds. 

The tondera for niiist arms were laid over 
again without bnin^ opened and were loft 
in tho hands of the electric light committee 
to call for now tenders if found ncoos- 
sary. This was done at tho sug- 
gestion of Aid. Baker, who explained 
that though Mr. Stlckolnhad had one of tho 
patterns tendered for tested and was per- 
fectly satixtiod wiih it, it was possible that a 
few slight changes might be mado In them.

PoBt ToWNSKND, Nov; 26.— (Special.)— 
The ateamer Mexico from Juneau, Alaaka, 
brings news that C. F. Feuhr, a drujjgist, 
left that place six weeks ago in a sloop for u 
few days' prospecting. After a month's ab- 
sence a search party was sent out to look 
for him, the sloop, bottom up, being found 
about 60 milea aouth of Jnnean, containing 
Feuhr'a dog in a balf-atarved condition. 
What mnkes the matter more of a mystery 
ia that Feuhr is charged with having com- 
mitted a $12,000 robbery and hia trial waa 
to have been oalled in the diatrlot court this 
month. Several qnonths 'ago' the - ohlorina- 
tion worka of the Treadwell mine were 
robbed of aeveral tbonaand dollars, The 
orlme buflled tha anthoritiea in Alaaka, and 
one of Pinkerton'a took the oaae in hand. 
A few montlia'later he aecnred a oonfeaaion 
from one of tbe robbera whioh implicated 
Feuhr, who in the meanwhile had gone to 
California. "He was arrested, protested 
his innocence and returned to Alaska 
without the formality of procuring extradi- 
tion papers. At Juneau he was released 
pending the convening of the grand jury 
■upon filing ^S.IMO bonds. 

Tbe oittzena of Juneau are considerably 
exercised over tho manner in whioh the 
United States ia adminiatering tho land laws 
in that territory. It aeoma that eoino years 
ago tho governmonc issued a mineral patent 
to a piece of land in the centre of Juneau. 
The patent waa not properly noted inthe land 
oQioo in VVaahington city. Subsequently the 
inhabitants of the place were about to be 
granted homestead patents when the discov- 
ery was mado that a mineral patent for the 
property had previously been issued to A. 
Goldatoin. A public meeting was called at 
which Goldstein was present, and in tho 
confusion some one stole his vipers. He 
charges a government official wii li tho theft. 
Pnblio Boctiment is against him in Juncui-. 
because ho would not relintiuiuh liia riglits 
for a consideration. Being unable to got 
judicial redress he proceeded to Washing- 
ton. The government sent ont an agent to 
investigate, when it waa found that Gold- 
Bteln'a atory is not far cut of the way, one or 
two recent government offioera being to e 
certain ertent Involved in the scandal.

, F£UIT GROWING, 

tCIie Governor General was daring hh 
visit to tliis Province evldectljr impreaaod 
with ita oapabilitiea as a fruit growirg coan- 
trjr. In hia reply to the addresa of the 
Muyor and Aldermun ol Kamloops, he spoko 
at some length on the importance of fruit 
pcodnoing to its inliabitantH. Ha also 
■polra In terma of liigh ooromendation of the 
meanires that huve been taken by the Gov- 
ernment to preierve the fruit trees from dla- 
eaie and the fruit from insect peate. Ibis 
ia what Hia Excellency said : 

Bab my visit to Lytton waa made r&thor in 
the capacity of a frait grower than in that of 
Governor-General. And. after all, the two 
cliiraotera aco perfectly oonsistent (hear, 
hear), becauae it is thu duty of the Governor- 
General to maica bimaelf acquainted with 
all the departinenta of the enterprise and 
isdustriea of the Dominion (oheera), and, if 
«o, ourely there ia no department of public 
eaterprise as to which the Governor-General 
should Qiako himself acquaintod in Britlah 
Columbia more than that of fruit growing, 
beoavse that ia an industry which, wo may 
regard, I tliink, as fandamentul in this pro- 
Tinee. Wttat X refer to in the caae of Lyt- 
ton waa R yialt to avelllcnown fruitgrower, 
Mr. X. G. BacL I allude to tbh oiroam- 
■tanoe for tlie sake ot also noticing the fact 
that, I think, Brltiah Colnmbians, as a body, 
whether frntb growers or soil, are to be 
congratulated on the faot that the govern- 
ment of the province have eatabliahed a 
board of horticulture for very praotioal pnr- 
poies. (Cheers ) I consider the formation 
of that institution is eminently a mark of 
foresight, of prudence, and of public spirit. 
(Hear, hear.) It ia a matter quite opiit 
Irom anything like parly politioa. (Haar, 
hoar.) I am convinced that the good aonse 
and enterprise of the people of this province 
as a whole will lead them to take care that 
this particular institution is permanently 
maintained. It ia clear it is for tho credit 
and the practical advantage of the country 
that our fruits should bo protected from the 
incursion of peata. It may be aaid by soma 
of our nelghbora in other provinces chat 
the British Columbia authorities are too 
strict in this matter. Well, as there ia no 
partiality in theeo matters we may be sure 
that if any infected fruit were diaoovered in 
British Columbia it would bo as summarily 
dealt with as that from anywhere else, and 
iC one friends ia other regions think the 
zegalatlons bear hardly on them the/ have 
only to find out an instance in which a oon- 
aignment has been wrongfully condemned, 
and if the British Golnmbia anthoritios 
should prove to be in the wrong, depend 
upon it thoy will aoott hear of it. (Hear, 
hear,] Meanwhile I am convinced that 
this is an admirable institution. (The 
board is corrpoaed of men who are 
nob thooriBlH or oxporimontaliats, but 
who hnvfl proved Ihoir pructic-iil and 
sucutsaful kaowleJgo of tho Bubjcc)-, and 
this ia illustrated by tho fact that itn inoin- 
bers are such men as Mr. Thoa. Cuariinf;- 
ham of Nhw VVealminBtor, Mr. T. G. E:irl 
of Lytton, and others with similar largo ox- 
porionoc, and who are ably aabiatcd by Mr. 
Palmer, the inapootor, who ia an acknowl- 
edged expert. (Cheers.) I understand that 
fruit f^rowingia iucroaamg here, ns in other 
distriota, ond I am convinced that this prov- 
ince possesses a capacity for a large future 
in this roapeot. (Cheera ) By all means lot 
ocner industries be developed ; wo wlah suo- 
oess to tho gold minora and hope that thoy 
may increase in numbers, for, among other 
reasons, they will form excellent customers 
for tbefrait growisrs (langhter and applauae), 
bull at the sama time we mast look upon 
agrlooltnre as oooupying a paramount poal- 
t»n. 

It is gratifying to find a' man of His 
Exoellenoy's experienoe speaking lo higbly 
of the Board of Hortlanlture, and of the 

work which its members are doing. There 
are some who think that tho Government 
have been too " particular " iu tho examina- 
tion of imported fruit, but if tho inspectors, 
as they appear determined to do, prevent 
disease froja betegr Imported . and preserve 
the fruit from Insebb pests,' they will have 
done a aervioe to tho Province which It will 
be dUfiault to ovor-estimato. If tho 
British Columbia brand is known 
to bo a guarantee both for tho 
Buperior quality of iU fruit and ita 
freedom from disease and vermin, those who 



have caused the fruit to have this character 
will have put millions of dollars in the 
pooketa of the inhabitants of the Frovinoo. 

Xhe Importance of fruitgrowing to Brltiah 
Colnmbians ia only beginning to be known. 
We believe that the steps whioh the Govern, 
ment has taken 'and are taking to impress 
upon the people that in the fruit-growing 
capabilities of the ooil they have a perman- 
ent iouroo of wealth tho extent and value of 
which it is difficult to eatimate, and the 
moitturea they have adopted to prevent the 
importation of dieeaseB and noxious inseots, 
will before very long add very materially to 
the prcaperity not only of one olaSS bat of 
all olaases of tho population. 

THB SOBOOL^QUmTIoM ' 

A moat Interesting . and an exceedingly 
important election took place In London on 
Thursday last. It was that of a new School 
Board. The issue was denominational or 
undenominational education. For tho 
past twenty-four years the achool sys- 
tem In London has been undenominational. 
What is oalied the Cowper-Temple olanse 
has been ia operation. Under this olause 
religion Ii tongbt io the BpArdsohooIs. .Por- 
tions of the Bible are read by the ohtldren 
and explained in a manner suited to the oapa- 
bi' i ilea of children by tho teacher. Catechiams 
and otkor donomioutlonal formulariea aro ex- 
cluded from these aohools, and it ia tho duty 
of iuapectora to see that the religious in- 
straotion is faithfully imparted and that the 
teaohers, as far as religions instruction is 
concerned, keep within the bounds of the 
^atatuto. This Cowper-Templo olauao waa a 
jcompromiao, hut it was u compromiae, as 
Bomo maintained, whioh had worked well. 
There waa, however, a party on the Board 
and In the olty which was not satisfied with 
the religious teaching imparted in the 
aohools. The members of this party con- 
tended that the teaching was loose, indefi- 
nite and sometimcB erroneous, and 
they declared that the time for a 
change had oomo. The leading spirit 
of the movement waa the Kev. 
Atholstane Biley, a olergyman of the 
Church of Eagland, who was energetic, 
zealoua and aggressive. He declared war 
agiiinst undonominationaliam, denouncing it 
aa a ''nasty, ugly, mis-ahapon boaat." He 
aoon bad quite a number ot good, hard- 
working men on his side. It was some little 
time before those who favored undenomina- 
tional education became alive to the import- 
aneo of tho movement whioh Mr. Riley and 
his cO'laborcra had set on foot. At last thoy 
became alarmed and the battle of theecbools 
was fought in London vigorously, and In 
some oases even fiercely. 

In snob a contest the good men are not all 
on one side. Tho question whether 
popular education shall be denomina- 
tional or undenominational, sectarian 
or unsectarian, is one on which pioua and 
able and patriotic men on both sides of the 
Atlantis are divided. lb is nnfortnnato 
that the contestants do not always re- 
member this. The advocate of denomina- 
lionalism does no!: always give his opponents 
credit for being as earnest in the cause of 
religion aa he is himself, and the champion 
of undenomiDationaliem ia apt to condemn 
bis opponents as narrow-minded and in- 
tolerant. There oan be no doubt that a 
large majority on both sides are sincere and 
conscientious, for lb is to be obaerved that 
nearly every man, no matter what hia own 
practice is, wants his children to grow 
up virtuoQS as well as useful mem- 
bers of aooiety. People regard 
this question - of religions education 
irom different points of view, and it ia to be 
regretted that those engaged in discussing 
it are not a little more charitable and do 
not give each other credit for honesty of 
purpose, 

The contest in London excited great In- 
terest all over the kingdom, for It was felt 
that on its iaaua the cause of religion in the 
schools in every part of the country depend- 
ed. " Tho issues, " wrote one of the contro- 
versialists, " are not local and transitory; 
they are far-reaching and enduring. They 
do not merely involve- the training in body, 
mind and heart, of the 500,000 children 
committed to the caro of the London 
School Board, but also tho future of every 
School Board in the Kingdom and the wel- 
fare of unborn generations of men. London 
' eota tho style.' " 

The iasuoa of Thursday's election were, 
then, momentous, but the decision was not, 
as far as wo oan toll from the meagre inform- 
ation that has reached us, satisfactory to 
either party. A abort telegram informs ua 
that twenty-nine clericals were olooted and 
tweaty-alx progreeaista. Then follows tho 
paradoxiokl statement that the total pre- 
greasive vote was 766,20G, while the total 
clorlcal vote was 612,622— that is, the ma- 
jority of members were returned by a min- 
ority of votoa, 

With so small a. majority it cannot bo ox- 
pooted that the clerical parly will be able to 
tnake any sweeping changes. Perhaps they 
win not attempt to carry out their views. 
But from what we read of tho leader of the 
party, Mr. Biley, he is not tho man to give 
much weight to expediency. " Mr. Riley," 
writes I)r. John Clifford in tho Con- 
temporary Review, " is not the man to 
stay his hand. He Is slnoare and strongly 
oonvinood. He does nob o»te for peace. He 
will go forward thongh the Bible has to go 
out of the Board aohools, , Xhe mlnimam of 
dogma will not oontenb hin." 

THW GOLD LOAN. 

When tenders for the United States gold 
loan were asked for a few days ago it was 
aald that the Qoverament would nob geb much 
benefit from the gold It borrowed. It was 
alleged that persona having gold cortiUcatea 
and ollior paper rodoomablo with gold would 
prcaent I lioin for redemption and lend tho 
gold thua obtained to tho Government at a 
high rate of interest. By thua forcing tho 
GovernDient bo toko gold ^onb pf; tbe^ reserve 
fund wltii oae.baiad to put it:Dao^^ the 
other they would gain but the Oovernmenb 



would lose, and the gold reserve would not 
be materially Increased. This Idea struck p 
good many newspapermen aisnohawonderfu'l 
discovery that they made the' moib of it, 
and many people, no doubt, were led to be- 
lieve that the Government would have to 
borrow Its own gold, with a very small ad. 
diticn. 

Bub those olever prophets have been all 
astray. Kob mbro,than fi<re millionB of gold 
have been taken from the Treasnry since the 
gold loan waa oalied for, ond the Govern- 
ment has bide for a great deal more than it 
needs. There wore 297 bids, aggregating 
§154,370,000— nearly throe times aa much 
as was left In the Treasury. The premium 
offered la. between 10. and 17 and over. Some 
of tho calculations are very line aathey extend 
to three places of decimals and more. The 
bid of Drexel, Morgan & Co., which wua the 
largest, waa 117.077; that of the Traders' 
National Bank ]lti.OSl, -aad: another one 
waa put in at 116.008. 

It is quite evident that the United States 
(iovernmenb will nob be compelled by clover 
speculators to borrow much of ita own gold, 
It is worthy of remark that the bida for this 
important loan were opunod in tho preacnco 
of reporters, so that tho amount of tho bida 
tho ratoa olTurod ttiid the hiunoa ot the 
bidders wore known to tho public a few 
houro after they had boon read by tho 
Secretary of tho Trcaaury. 



ONE OF THB OA USES. 

Among the many causes given for the de< 
feat cf the Democratic pafty of the United 
Statea is ita favoring Canadians in its tariff 
legislation. Tho LS^ew York Sun, which has 
mado this wonderful diucovery, declares 
that the inhabitants of the border States 
resent the trade favors shown to a foreigner, 
and that foreigner 'a Britisher. Then the 
Sun goes on to sing its old tune about 
reciprocity, as far as Canada is ooncerncd, 
moaning annexation and nothing else. It 
sings : 

Deep ia tho love of country among our 
border population, and keen is their desire 
to seo it expuud to continental limits ; and 
to that end they would welcome the Cana- 
dian provinces lo the American market, if 
they consented to come thithor as inombera 
of the American Union, ISut, otherwise, 
they have for them no weloomo and no tolor- 
ation. One flap, ouo market, ia tho motto 
of our Northern agrioulturiats, and to give 
the one without requiring the acceptance of 
the other, they regard not unreasonably aa a 
betrayal of their local interests, and as an 
act of purblind or disloyal opposition bo the 
national aggrandizement. ' 

Canadlana have been all along of opinion 
that the Americana drew up their tariff to 
ault themselves and that they did not give 
Canadian interests the slightest considera- 
tion. We on this aide of the line are, in 
fact, so blind aa nob to be able toi;ea that 
we are under any partionlar obligaltlon to 
tho United States for benefits conveyed to 
ua by tho trade legislation of our neighbors. 
We feel towards them as we have ever felt. 
We are willing to trade with the Americana 
as equals and on fair terms, but we are now 
aa little disposed as ever to.,abate.on^ job.or 
tittle of our Independence to obtain trade 
advantages from our nelghbora. Late 
oventa, too, have ahown ua that 
there ][are considerationa independently of 
tho allegiance we owe our Sovereign that 
make annexation most undesirable. We 
like the Americans very ffell where tl^eyare 
and aj they are. We want no' 'closer rela- 
tionship. Annexation Involves o good many 
things that we want to keep clear of as long 
as we oan. Tho Sun'a intended consola- 
tion, therefore, will conaole very few Cana- 
dians indeed. They do not feel tho least 
cheered by the prospect of Mr. Cleveland's 
withdrawal from publlo life. They are, in- 
deed, surprised that there aro so many 
American citizens so stupid and so corrupt 
as not to be able to appreciate a capable and 
an honest man when thoy have him. 
Hero is how the Sun endeavors to console 
the handful of Annexationists who areto bo 
found by hard searohlng on this side 'of the 
lino : 

We bid good cheer to the friends of con- 
tinental union, alike in Canada and the 
United States. The reign of tho arch- 
enemy is already practically over. The 
light is breaking ; the dawn of triumph Is at 
hand. The time wili soon oomo to re- 
organize on both aides of the border j and 
thia time the Ottawa tories will try in vain 
to mtke Canadian farmers believe that they 
can obtain for nothing tho privileges and 
prosperity which the makers and upholders 
of the American Bepnbllo bought for a groat 
price.

That the ill-fated ship Ivanhoo has mido 
another of tho long list ot vessels lost on tho 
treaoheroiis west coast of this island ia now 
all too certain ; how she mot destruction, 
whether by being dashed to pieces on tho 
cruel recks or by foundering ic aomo one of 
tho fierce gales for which the ooaet ia noted, 
will probably never bo known, for none are 
loft to toll the story of death. Whm the 
steamer Mystery arrived back from the west 
coast more than a week ngo, and her crow 
reported wreckage coming ashore betwien 
Kyuquot nnd Cape Soutt, many thought of 
the Ivauhoo at once. Thia conjecture waa 
proved to bo right by the corroborative 
news brought by the Maude, which arrived 
hon.'o on Sunday night. The C P. N. boat 
went as far up tho coast as Kyuquot, but it 
was aiL Barclay Sound that tho lost Ivauhoe 
was ho.vrd of. Two minora had a few duya 
ago chanced to visit an Indian hut on 
Christy island, where, hanging on the wall, 
almost the first thing to meet their gatta was 
a life buoy that Inre the signs of recent im- 
mersion in the sale water. There uo'iid be 
no doubt as to its identity, for it bad plainly 
painted on it the loat veeael's name and her 
homo port : 

" Ship Ivanboe, of Son Franolsoo." 
There was nothing olao in tho cabin 
which bore resoiriblauoo to wreckage recent- 
ly secured, aud tho place was entirely de- 
serted, all tho Indians having gone on a 
visit to a neighboring tribe. The white 
men could therotoro do nothing more than 
report what they had seen to Captain Rob- 
erta, of the Maude, who brought tho news 
to Victoria. He hud not hoard before leav- 
ing port of tho news brought by the Mys- 
tery, aud which tho engineer of that atoamor 
had received from tho Kyuquot Indiana. ' It 
is quite lik jly, however, that tbe story is 
true in every detail ; several parties of In- 
dians have recently reached Barclay Sound 
from further up tho coast, and ic is more 
than likely that the lifo buoy had been 
brought down to Christy island by ono of 
these, being part of the wreckage spoken of 
as washed ashore below CHpo So itt. Should 
this be the fact Capt. Foot, of the steam 
schooner Mischief, will no doubt have fuller 
and more comploto information, as his in- 
tention was to make careful inquiry among 
tho Indians and search the shorea wherever 
possible, after landing bis paaaengera at 
Quatsino Sound and before returning to 
Victoria. His opportnntties for acquiring 
news of the loat ship will therefore be much 
better than those possessed by tho cutter 
Richard Bush, which departed on the same 
quest laat Friday night, but which 
ic ia expected will keep well 
ofT ehore. The finding ' ^of the 
lifebuoy as reported by the Maude makes 
certain, however, the Ivanboo's leas off tho 
west coast. No definite tidlnga bad previ- 
ously been received ooncerning her ainoe the 
tog Tyeo dropped her one day lato in Sep- 
tember. This waa at a point ten miles to 
the southeast of Cape Flattery, There was 
a strong southerly breezri blowing and tho 
bark passed our, of sight in a few houra, 
standing well ofT shore to the sou'west. On 
her last voyage the Ivanhoo had on board, 
besides her captain and crew, four passen- 
ger . Tbope were Mr. F. J. Grant, editor 
of she Seattle Poat-Intelligencer, Mrs. Maiia 
Bract', Aire. Irene Mullen, and Mr, Allen S, 
Folger. Thu ship was in command of Capt. 
E. D. Griffin and her crow waa made up as 
below : Mates, James J. Toohig, C H.

two Chinoeo cooks; aailors, liana Steven- 
ann, William Stewart, Frank Zarno, H.

A Clottdy Da7 Bursts Into Olorlons 
Snnshine to Cfreet tbe New - 
Czarina. 



St. Petersiidro, Nov. 26.— To-day boing 
appointed for the marriage of the Czar and 
Princeas AVix tha city presonta a holiday 
&ppoaraiicQ. The A»y broke oloudy and 
oheecleas, bab the streets in the vicinity of 
the palace were orotvded wUh people olad in 
.gala attire. L&dioa in magnilicciit costumes 
And ofBcera in brilliEiat uiiiforin were to be 
Been overywhoro. Tho Cz»r ocoompanied 
by the Prince of Walea and their reepootivo 
Buites drove from tho AnitohkctV pal&oo to 
tho winter puluce, wlioro troopa asaoinbled 
from all ((uartera woro masaod, A aaluto of 
"21 guns ftniiounood the departure of 
the CV.ir from Aaitohkotl palace. 
Along tho route tha Car was 
enthuBiaatically cheered. The halls of 
the winter puluoe were crowded with roy- 
alty, nobles and Udiea And gentlemen of 
court. Tho brido, accompanied by tho 
Czarina, had driven to tho winter palace 
early without ceromoay from the palace of 
tha Grand IJuko Sergiua. Tho Czar, attend- 
ed by the King of Denmark, King of Greeoe 
and Prince of Wales, awaited the arrival of 
the bride, vrbo, lier train being held 
by four dfgaltsriss, within a short time, 
entered the halL She wore a jewelled 
orowB and robe of wiilte brooaded eik 
witli a mantle of strawberry-aolored Velveb, 
trimmed with gold and a doable nw. of er- 
mine, 

Aa the prooesslon mored from the winter 
palaoe to tho oathedral of Jakan where the 
marriage ceremony was to take placo, a 
salute of fifty.one guns was fired. Preceded 
by court dif^aitariea the Czarina on the arm 
of her father, tha King of Greece, led the 
way, followed by the bridal couplis, the 
King and Queen oi Greece, FriDCcos of 
Wales and other princoa followed. The 
spectacle waa ono of tho moat brilliant aa 
the procoBaion filed from tho gorgcoua 
Malachite hall on its way to tho cathedral. 
When the proceaaion readied the cathedral 
it waa met) at tho entrance by 
the Metropolitan of St. Petersburg, 
who conducted tbe Cz^r to a position 
upon a daia iu tho centre of tho chancel. 
Tho Czirina led tha Princeea to him and 
placed her at his left hand, when tho niar- 
riago ceremony cf tho orthodox Greok 
church waa performed.

They were aab- 
seqaeatly driven to the Anltah&off palaoa.

the Atlanta exposition. The ladies of 
Atlanta and tho adjoining southern 
states have taken hold of tho matter with 
oharactoristic euthusia.sm. They believe 
that tho women, especially southern 
women, havo never been properly ropro- 
Boutod yet at an exposition, and they 
are on their mettle. - The intention' is to 
make tho new building a dream of 
beauty, artistically perfect in every do- • 
tail. Tho lucky woman M'ho shall win 
tho prize will bo made for life profes- 
sionally. To my mind the best. part of ^ 
the feature of women sharing in the 
preparation for tho International and 
Cotton States expo.sition is tliat it will 
bring to^'c^thur women from all parts of 
tho country. Architects from oast, west, 
north and fioutli will compote for tho 
prize. Now England women will pre- 
pare an exhibit of Yaukeu cooking, 
housekeeping, manual school training 
for girls, kindorgartening, etc., with 
as much enthusiasm as if tho show were 
in Boston. From California tho beauti- 
ful women workers will come, laden 
with the honey, tho roses, tho oranges, 
grapes and apricots that they havo 
grown in their golden land. A southern 
woman, Mr.s. Lonlio M. Gordon of At- 
lanta, has said, "To love one another 
the women of the north and south need 
only to lbiow ono another. " In her own 
graceful, warm lic-irtud way Jlrs. Gor- 
don herself has hvc.n working for years 
to bring about this union between north- 
ern and southern women, When they 
stand to ono another as sisters, the men 
of tho north and south will be as broth- 
ers, and there will no more be any sec- 
tional (livi.sioii. To this end let all tho 
women of the coniitrj- work. Wherever 
in any part of tho Union a lady has 
samples of women's work that would 
add to the attractiveness of the exposi- 
tion, lot her offer it for displaj-. Mrs. 
Joseph Thompson of Atlanta is presi- 
dent of tho women's board of the At- 
lanta and Cotton States exposition. Let 
the women of th^whole country help the 
southern ladies in their patriotic effort 

Iowa women vote on municipal mat- 
tors. At Sigourney tho ladies cast their 
first vote in favor of establishing a wa- 
terworks plant in tho town and carried 
the measure. Miss Ida Eobison, a Pres- 
byterian woman, voted, in conscqueno* 
of horroligions conviction, that, as there 
were no men to represent her home, it 
was her duty to represent it herself. 
Miss Kobison is a typesetter. 

Nearly as many women as men regis- 
tered in Denver this fall. Yet women 
don't want to vote, do they? 

A minister In Saginaw, Mich., has 
been rousing up the women there to do 
a strange thing. If anything does make, 
mo more weary than another, it is to see 
a prtacher standing like a ringmaster 
and cracking his whip over a lot of wo- 
men who dance at his bidding like so 
many little trick ponies. Bnt that is 
what tho Saginaw women are doing. A 
preacher delivered himself of a sermon 
about tho badness of "servant girls" and 
their going out nights. Tho society 
ladies immediately thereafter formed a 
union whoso object was to make "serv- 
ant girls" be indoors every night as 
early as 1 o'clock. Now let the Saginaw 
kitchen girls form a union whoso object 
shall ho to look after tho monUs of tho 
ministers and ladie.s. Let ono of tho 
first rules of the union be that no preach- 
er or hot\sekeeper in Saginaw shall be 
allowed out on tbe street after 10 (i'oloolc 
at night

en, who are, properly enough, worship- 
ers of beanty that the movement for the 
emancipation of woman has among its 
advocates so many handsome and oul- 
tured ladies.

The asaoolation should 
ataiat the city council in all mat- 
tots cf intereat ond importance to the 
city's improvement, shtu'..- .Iii;-U pubiio 
opinion by means of frtq isnt meetings and 
otherwise, and ahould aunore striotly to tho 
lities upon which It was organized. He 
made this explanation because he had had 
the remark made to him that the aasooia- 
tion was proj-^cted in order to ohampion a 
oertain gentleman in his candidature for 
mayor at the approaching municipal elec- 
tions.

'jimply because a straightforward, honeat 
soheme^had, when presented to the people 
in the form of a . by-law, been de- 
feated, He did ' not think the 
method now adopted in the formation of a 
oitizena'' association the proper one. A 
meeting of all the olUeens should have been 
called, to be held ailthb oir.y hall, and then 
hnvmg been starte^iright the assooiatlon 
might be prodnoti^jS of some good, Is was 
unfair as well as uuneoeaaary to oaat all tho 
blamo for the niiamanagenient of civic affiirs 
upon thecouuoll. So far as streets are con- 
oerned they micht bo paved with gold if 
only the property owners interested would 
provide the gold. Tho local improvement 
by-law placed the moans of getting well- 
paved streeta in tho handa of Ihoae directly 
inleroated, and they had only themuolves to 
blame if they do not have aa good atreetB as 
their neighbors elaowhere. Aft6r diBOonra- 
ing uponcivicmatterain general, ande.v:pres3- 
Ing tho opinion that much money which other- 
wise might bo UBolully employed is now 
wasted upon uselces oUioioIa of whom the 
Bsweroge comniietioners might be instanced, 
Mr. Wilson concluded a eomewhat lengthy 
address by Baying : " You may form all the 
aaaociations you wish and pick your alder- 
men out of your aaaociationa— the reault 
will be no improvement. Mark my worda. 
For whatever is said, and I oxpeot half a 
dozen to contradict me, 1 still hold to tho 
belief that the object of this proposed aaso- 
oiation is simply to bring out and eleot cer- 
tain members to the city oounolt." 

On the ooooluaion of Mr. Wilson'a re- 
marks, Mr. Redfern'a reaoiution pronounc- 
ing in favor of tho formation of tho aaaooia- 
tion was carried by a large mojority— only 
two hands being raised in opposition. 

The meeting then proceeded to again con- 
sider the draft conetltutioD, taking up tho 
eeveral clauses aeriatlm. 

The first paaaed with a very slight amend- 
ment, the aaacciation name being changed 
to read, " Viotoria Civio Improvement Aa- 
Bociatlon." 

Then a new olauBO was added, Mr. Red- 
fern being the propoaer, making the qualifi- 
cation of memberjhip very simple, tho obbo- 
ciation to be oponto "any person whoeename 
ahall appear on tho municipal voters' Hat for 
the current year. " . 

Tho queBtion of fee was next dealt with, 
Col. Prior suggeating one dollar. The aa- 
aooiation to be uaeful should, he hold, be 
made a people's asaooiation, not an excluaive 
organization, ond there were many good cit- 
iz':na who would not feel justified in joining 
wore the fee to be placed at $5 or oven $.'1. 
The motion waa sooonded by B. W. Pearae, 
and carried. 

Mr SherifT McMillan advised the aesoci- 
ation to go alow. Ho thought it quite pos- 
iiblo to get too many members even if all 
were good and useful citizens. What he 
had thought of was a committee of, suy 
twenty five, solid citizens who would care- 
fully watch both municipal and provincial 
legislation and tbna protect the interests of 
the citizens. He was afraid that too many 
mombDrs would defeat the object un'l de- 
stroy tho tirootivo work of tho aaaocialion. 

Mr. P.edfern held that aa tho aeauciation 
must depend for its power entirely upou the 
moral itifiuenco it would fxort, it waa impos 
siblo for the nieitibership to become too 
large. Tho moral ii iluonoo of an iiaaocUatinn 
of a thouaand nieiiibora would certainly be 
muoh greater than that of a eociety with 
hundred or ao. 

Papaing to aection 2 in tho original dri.ft 
Mr. A. L. Belyea hold that tho title cf prcai 
dont was becoming too common, He sug 
seated tho sub-itltution of the title cliairinau 
It was decided that tho ollicora shall conalst 
of a chairman, two vice. chairmen, a secre- 
tary-treasurer and an executive committee 
of twelve. Otherwise tho olauao passed 
without amendment. 

The section providing for the oleotion of 
new members by a two-thirds vote cf tho 
associations was challenged by Mr. Bedfern 
He thought that all the voters of tho city 
should have a right of membership upon 
simply signing the roll and paying the aeao 
oiatlon fee. 

Mr. Belyea held otherwise. He was of 
the opinion that this would open the door to 
an element that might defeat all the objoota 
of the aaeooiation's life. For example, if 
a faction doaircd to acoomplieh some spcoifio 
purpose all that they would require to do 
would be to run in a block of voters and 
tliuH capture the organiz ilion. It woul 
enablo Tammanny tactics to bf iutroduo-d, 

Mr. Redfer- Anil if they "run iu " 
mojority of bona lide voters aa tupgoated 
tlioy lihould have control. Why not ? 

The clauBo wua otruck out and a new oeo 
tion was lir.ifiod upon tho motion of Mr, 
P.edfern and .yenatnr Macdoaald, providing 
that any voter may become a member of tho 
uBSooiation by aubflcriblng to tho constitu 
tion and paying tho fee of $1. 

The Senator alao moved for tho addition 
of a aeotion for the election of the ussocia- 
tion's officers in tho usual manner, and tho 
original BDCtlonB numbered r> and C paaaed 
wiihout objection being taken. 

The preamble of olauae 7 had passed when 
a gentleman who introduced himself as one 
who apoke for the workingman took the 
floor in favor of day li^bor In sewetage and 
all other pubiio >^rkB,'in pontrMt^ %itl> the 
oontraot system. Xbe'.BddrfiM 'was' atten- 
tively listened to for ten minutes or more, 
when terminated by the ruling of the Chair 
that the debating of the subject was prema- 
tura.

Hr. Cameron explained (hat his remarks 
regarding proportional ropreaentatlon were 
intended to apply only to municipal elee- 
tionn— certainly not to the election of tho 
aspociation diredoralo. 

Mr. >lohu MoMilUu did not aeo why the 
fthilitioH of gooii niou should bo caat aside 
in the government of civio DlViirs, aa Mr. 
Cuthbert suggeated, There were many mon 
who w( uld make uood aldermen but who 
still could not; uli ird to give away their 
time. It waa croating a monopoly for the 
boot (it nf tho well to do. 

Mr. Rich >rd Ropur niado frcciuent and 
long oppoaed i lforta to ask Mr. Luthbort a 
queation regarding municipal government in 
England. Time and again ho wae aakod to 
take his Beat, tho chairman informing him 
that ho waa entirely out of order. 

*• I don't cire, 1 only want to aak a ques- 
tion," he persialed. " And I'm going to uak 
it. I appeal to every lover cf fair play 
here." 

Finally Mr. Tenipleman auggested that 
Mr. Roper be ollowed to ask his question, 
which could then bo ruled out of ornor. 

" The question ia out of order," again 
ruled Chairman Renouf, and the speaker 
subsided with the observation, 

" I'm d d if it is." 

On motion of Meesrs. Cuthbert and Cohen 
an additional sttbaeotion was provided ia 
relation to the amendment- of the electoral 
laws and the platform ' was then finally 
adopted aa below :

"(d) For tffiuient street lighting and the 
proper regulation of electric wiring. 

(e) For tho maintenance of clean atreete, 
free from unneotsaary obstructions or dia- 
figurementa. 

(f) For tho Improvement of the general 
aanitary arrangement of the oity. 

(g) For the enforcamenfi of existing by. 
laws and the amendment of those that are 
now defective. 

(h) For the Improvement of parks and 
recreation grounds. 

(i) Tho amondmeat of the existing elec- 
torol eyatem. 

"<j) With a view to tlFjcting theae re- 
forma to consult with, advise and aasiat the 
Mayor and council for the timo being, and 
generally to encourage and tupport every 
proposition having for its object the better- 
ment of the city along the lines here indi- 
cated." 

Just previous to adjiuroment the follow- 
ing letter was received from Mr. Robert 
Ward and referred to the aaaoclation execu- 
tive : ' • ■ 

A subject that should receive prompt 
attention ia that of the pnbUo market. > Our 
farmers complain, and very 'justly, having 
no regular or systematio method of dealing 
with their produce, and in most instanceii 
they have to find an outlet at 
whatever prico they can get. Thia 
could bo obviated by a proper market, 
the faotlitiea for which have already 
cost Viotoria upwards of $[00,000 without 
apparently any ( flort to make them a 
benefit to tho oity or to tho farmers, who 
would bo proally encouraged by the pro 
grepa whtoli would otherwiao follow. 

Tho meeting waa then brought to a oloao 
with the signing of tiie niomberahip roll 
by tho great majority of thoao pre- 
sent. For tho convenience of voters 
oopioH of thn roll will hereafter bo 
found at the Colo.s ist and Times oflioea aa 
well aa at tho oliioo of the secrotary cf tho 
Hoard of Trade. 

Tho next meeting nf tho asBociation will 
bo hold at tho city hall, tho chairman pro 
tom being authorized to call it so aoon asono 
hundred members shall havn been Boourod. 
The election of oiBoers will then be pro- 
ceeded with.
